TEL AVIV. — Officials dismissed 
as “ridiculous” a cable received yes- 
terday by Defence Minister Moshe 
Dayan from Uganda's President, Idi 
Amin, predicting the “liberation of 
Palestine” before the end of 1975. 

The 718-word telegram arrived 
at the Defence Ministry 12 hours 
after it was sent by ordinary cable 
from Kampala. 

President Amin said he sent he 
cable at the request of aa oie 
organisation comprising eers; 
throughout the world who had pled-. 
ged -to- die for- the-Arab .cause.__. 

“You are aware of my dream 

predicting the liberation of Palestine 
Before the end. of 1976. If you do 
not comply with my advice, Pales- 
tine will be liberated by force,” he 
wrote. 

“This is advance warning which 
I feel compelled to give to save 
‘the lives of innocent Isreelis,” Pre- 
sident Amin said. 

Defence Ministry officials said Mr. 
Dayan had no intention of replying 
to the cable, which he did not con- 
sider serious. 

Last year, President Amin sent 
a similar cable to Mr. Dayan as 
“one soldier to another.” τὸ arrived 
two days after being dispatched.

Heath tells Commons: crisis 
could destroy the country 


LONDON. — Prime Minister Ed- 
ward Heath said yesterday that 
his government would not sur- 
render to pay claims by Britain’s 


260,000 coal miners. 
Be said that continuation of the 


present crisis — which he has des- 
cribed as the gravest to hit Britain 
since World War ΤΙ — could only 
end in destroying the country. 

‘The Prime Minister called on union 
leaders to get together with the 
government and representatives of 
Management “in a spirit of con- 
structiveness, moderation and rea- 
son” to seek a settlement, 

Heath addressed a packed House 
of Commons summoned back fram 
its Christmas recess for a two-day 
emergency debate on the crisis. 

‘Mr. Heath told the Commons that 
a 16.5 per cent pay offer rejected 
by the miners “was the best ever 
made ¢o them in the whole history 
of negotiations. The government will 
not breach Stage Three to give the 
miners a better offer. This would 
be breaking faith with millions of 
other workers.” 

(Stage Three refers to a govern- 
Ment plan to curb inflation and 
which sets a ceiling on pay in- 
creases). 

Both the coal miners and 29,000 
railway engineers have demanded 
pay rises exceeding these limits. 

In a warning to the miners, Mr. 
Beath said that “if we to 
achieve sectional interests by fight- 
ing each other we shall fail in our 
sectional objectives and shall end 


by destroying this country.”

Lord Carrington — named by Mr. 
Heath on Tuesday to the new post 
of Secretary of State for Energy 
— said in a radio interview that 
he believed “Britain could get 
through the winter without a break- 
down energy supplies, ite 
the sanctions of the miece aaa 
railmen. However, the situation was 
“very bad.” 

The Confederation of British In- 
dustry, which represents 2,000 heavy 
industry firms, said in a statement 
that if the crisis continued British 
industry would be virtually on its 
imees by spring. “If the power si- 
tuation becomes more severe, it 
would be difficult to see how indus- 
trial Mfe could continue.” 

The Trades Union Congress 
(TUC), which represents 10,000,000 
workers, urged the government to 
set aside its own Phase Three pay 
restrictions and to intervene direct- 
ly in the miners’ dispute.

THE GENERALS IN POLITICS 


TEVER Ailuf Arik Sha- 
ron talked about with the 
various party leaders whom he 
hes met in recent days, the 
very meetings themselves are a 
cause of concern and have pro- 
voked criticism. A general, on 
active service, who is himself a 
Knesset Member ond leading poli- 
tician in civilian life should be 
doubly careful not to give the 
impression thet he is dabbling 
in polities while stili in uniform. 
Aluf Sharon maintains that 
he is not involved in the coali- 
tion negotiations. But the per- 
sons with whom he met cer- 
tainly are — and that alone 
is reason enough for ‘him, in

But Sharon's behaviour can- 
not de criticized in isolation, as 
if it were some unique enor- 
mity in Israeli public life, The 
very real and growing problem 


of the soidier-politician and

‘case — urgently needs rethink- 
ing. Perhaps the new Knesset, 
with its large number of reserve 
officer members, will address it- 
self to it. 

The problem surfaced when 
Aluf Ezer Weizman and Rav- 
Aluf Haim Bar-Lev moved 
with disturbing speed from the 
General Staff to the Cabinet. 
But it certainly existed, beneath 
the surface, long before that, 
as officers in their early, forties 
on the verge of demobilization 
jockeyed for top jobs in in- 
dustry and finance—jobs which 
in the Israeli reality are all too 
often within the patronage of 
the political parties.

It hes sought to 
maintain the tradition 
“eitizen army,” where even the 
professionals do ποῖ remard 
their military service as a life- 
long career but rether as 2 
period of extended national ser- 
vice to be followed by a new 
career in civilian life. 

It has sought, too, to keep 
its officers — even its 
senior officers — young and 
fresh, by early promotions and 
rapid rotation of tasks, and 
above all by early retirement 


from the army. 
These aims were valuable 


and have paid excellent divi-. 


dends in the past. But as time 
passes they lead to scores, and 
soon hundreds, of senior offi- 
cers, still intimately connected 
with the army and ready to re- 
sume their service at moments 
of crisis, moving into the top 
political and economic posts. 
In time, this inevitably begins 
ἕο blur the line between the 
military and the civilian powers, 
the line which for all Israel's 
informality and improvisations, 
is as vital here as im any other 
democracy.

New charges and — ; trials reveal 
KGB offensive against Jews _

not provide much encouragement 
for a change of attitude by the 
Soviet authorities in 1974. 

‘The KGB's offensive against the 
Jewish exodus movement as the 
old year died, manifested itself in 
charges of hooliganism, parisitism or 
akcoholism. The tactic was osten- 
sibly to depoliticize Jewish trials 
and parade the accused to an un- 
suspecting world public opinion as 
ordinary criminals. 

Before Brezhnev's visit to the U.S. 
there had been only two trials, those 
of Liubarsky and Shkolnik, both of 
whom had been arrested in the 
summer of 1972. In addition, the 
Minsk conspiracy case was dropped 
and the Goldshtein brothers were 
told that their case was belng re- 
considered in “the spirit of detente." 
During the following few months, up 
to the Yom Kippur War, a period 
of relative quiet descended on the 
Soviet Jewish scene. With the out- 
break of war, harassments increased 
enormously, In the last six weeks 
of 1978 alone, there were Jewish 
trials in Derbent, Kiev and Sverd- 
losk plus a new investigation in 
Moscow. Personalities such as the 
eminent theoretical physicist Pro- 
fessor Mark Azbel and ballet danc- 
er Valery Panov were called in by 
the police and told that they were 
parasites, 

Fifteen-day prison sentences were 
meted out to activists who demand- 
ed to be given permission to 
emigrate. This feature of harass- 
ment was particularly effective dur- 
ing the World Congresa of Peace 
Forces in Moscow two months ago. 
While the delegations there were 
excitedly applauding Leonid Brezh- 
nev’s opening speech, 28 Jews were 
being arrested outside. Anatoly 
Novikov was arrested three days 
running a8 soon as he stepped out- 
side his home. 

Solidarity with Israel 

The Yom Kippur War had an 
electrifying effect on Jews in the 
USSR. Messages of solidarity with 
Israel were sent from the remotest 
Jewish communities in the USSR. 
For example, a group of eight Jews 
from Tallinn, the capital of Soviet 
Estonia, who had not until then 
been active, sent the following 
Message to President Katzir: “In 
these anxious days, our hearts are 
entirely with our people. We regret 
very much that it ig impossible to 
be with you, but we hope that the 
hour is not too distant when our

This was not good enough for 
Moscow's “Radio Peace and Pro- 
." It saw the BBC in another 
light, according to a-breadcast on 
October 9: 
“The British Broadcasting Corpor- 
ation has again demonstrated the 
real value of its {ll-famed inrpar- 
tlality and so-called objectivity.
